Colonel Bbach taid the policy of the 
Interstate Commerce Commleaion 
asalnet pro-rating praotloally put the 
Plttoburg and Clnolnnatl Paoket Com- 
pany out of business ovemtglit. 

The report recommended tlial the 
practice of pro-ratInK be rPRtoied, and 
urged leBUlation ordiMlnn the Inter- 
state Commerce CommlBsion tn com- 
pel all carriers, whether operating by 
rail or water, to issue through bills of 
lading and to prescribe terms tor pro- 
ratinc. 

Colonel Beach reeomm.ended "That 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
be required to exercise the same su- 
pervlalon over moyement by water 
carrier that It does by rail; that the 
Interstete Commerce Commission be 
authorised to flz a minimum rate for 
movement of freight by wator as well 
as maximum rates, and that all com- 
mon carriers, whether opcratinc by 
water or rail, be reqnlred to ipsne 
through bills of ladiim ami |irii-ialo 
on such terms as the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission or other establish- 
ed authority may prescribe as Just 
and eaulteble "

B. F. CUFT DIES 
AT HOME IN COUNTY 
AFTER LONG ILLNESS 

Om af the Best Kmwa Xw !■ Masaa 
Cemty— Writes Ornm OMtanjr 
Fw MW^rtlia In the Pab- 
tie Leigw TeUlBff of Ac- 
tive Lite. 

Mr. n. Prank Cllft died at his home 
on the Cllft pike this morning at 9 
o'clock after an Illness of several 
months. Several months ago he was 
stricken with paralysis but seemed to 
Improve. About four days ago he be- 
came worse and steadily sank until 
the end came. 

Mr. Cllft was 8B years of age and 
probably the best known man In the 
county at this tlmei For yeiars he pur- 
chased cattle In this and all adjoining 
counties and was tor many years Su- 
perintendent of the Maysville and Mt 
sterling turnpike and later when the 
county took over the pikes was Coun- 
ty Road overseer tor some time. 

He was naturally one ot the most 
brilliant men In this section of the 
state; an extensive reader and a very 
suooesstui manager tor after having 
managed his father's estate left with 
a heavy debt, he was able to gather 
several hundred aom ot the best land 
iB Mason county. 

He is anrvlved by one son, Mr. Blcle 
Cllft ot Bast Second street and Mr. 
Stanton CUtt, ot Market street. Is a 
grandson. Funeral will be held at 
Maysltcfii 1:S0 p. m. Thursday.

The following sketch was written by 
Mr. Cllft biniieir only a few woi^ks ai;o 
and turned over to his friend. .Mr. 
Harry C. Cnrran for publication In the 
Public I.«dger at his death: 

B. F. Cllft, the subject of this sketch, 
was born December 18th. 1833, moved 
with his parenta, Hensley and Mar- 
garet Cllft, to the home he now oc- 
cupies. Hensley Clitt, his father, died 
January 3eth, 1857. left a will with 
request that his son, B. F. CUtt as- 
sist his' mother as administratrix of 
his will which was to serve ton years, 
at which time he supposed his young- 
est child would have received an edu- 
cation equal to bis older cbililren; bis 
father leaving three sets of clillilren 
two by first wife, three by secolid wife 
and six by the last wife H F Cliff 
being second child, 17 year-; old past 
December. By the. will bis wife was 
to pay his debts which was eighteen 
hundred dollars, by the sale of land 
or Negroes, aa we chose. We assumed 
the dehto and paid them in the ten 
years and accumulated $6,00tf tor her 
and $3,000 for himself. B. P. CUtt 
married December 20th, 1866, to Co- 
lumbia Berry. His wife continued to 
live with her father until March, 1868, 
n. p. Cllft with his mother as before 
marriage. B. R Cllft bought of Sim- 
mon Ford 44 acres grounds, log cabin 
on same and bad $300 in money to 
pay $lfioo. The following October 
with my management, only lacked 
$300 of being able to pay alL From 
that I commenced to grow. 

My mother and I on January 28th, 
put up the farm of 178 acres and the 
Negroes under the will exposed same 
to highest and best bidder, She and 
I buying the farm at 888 per acre. 
She to make the first two paymenta 
and the last. The Negroes, four ot 
tliem. bought by my mother. My 
mother dying May 17, 1861. 

The following November I ejtposeij 
the land and Negroes to Public Rale 
The Negroes broupbt cost. B. F. Cllft 
bought po .N'egroes but bought the 
land at |50 per acre. Well so much 
for his early life. I was then trading 
in live stock. In 1874 B. F. ClUt'aad 
& A. WalUngford rented Uto In the 
season the slaughter jmd peeking 
honae tor hogs In Miaysvipe ot Abner 
Herd ft Co. ttor one year and Killed 
and packed bogs. Sold out early, made 
very nice money. CUft-Wallingford 
rented the house for the next year 
increased the size of the fli-m and 
number of hogs killed, sold out and 
made very nice money. Next year 
were not In the business Following 
year with an organized company 
bought and rebuilt the Pork House. 
Borrowed $200,000 and packed hogs at 
$7 per hundred gross. I was sent to 
Sialimond, Virginia, to sell meat to 
oustoBters we had there aad made 
alee aale, aMUag vumtf, hut meal 
had adganeed after I left RtehmoBd 
One of the firm whea I arrived home 
said I had lost beoanse I had not cot 
the advance. I called the 4m aad 
proposed to sell out to them. They 
luuKhed at me. Oni' ot the linn offiw- 
ed me $600 leiiM than coni fur the 
building. I sold und when the busi- 
ness was wound np I lost $36UU more 
on the product. Hut It releaved B. F. 
Cllft of an intaraat in a Arm that In 
one year broke almost all the rest. B. 
r. VMt r^me out of the Pork House 
business with nwre than be ealered 
and was iialng It fo buy lead, la 1881 
both my bnys sbl nuu>Hed. I let one 
of ibsro ha /e 180 acres of tand The 
vibor, be *a« bU wife lived wUb tat 



for two years. 1 tlien let them have 
800 acres, each of thorn paying the 
taxes and keeping all balance pro- 
oee<ft. In 1883 C. '6. Pearoa and Ed- 
ward Paaree ot F^Bilagtburg, came 
to me to take ohar^ of MayavUle and 
Mt. storllBt Tnmiite Road aad said 
that it was 18,000 in debt and worn 
very badly. With -ttne proriso I took 
ohane and that was I was to have 
aheallllA Mftrol. t took charge In 
1888 and made It a better road than 
It ever was and kept It so until it was 
sold to the county In IK98. The stock 
advanced from $8 par share to |M and 
was worth the price. 

In 1889 July II, my wife died. In 
November, same year, my daughter 
got married and mbved to Maysville. 
and In August 1880i I married. jC. J. 
Peed, Uved on the |ome farm all this 
time, increased In 'ioreage to 880. 

In 1896 the lastjflay of January 1 
bought property, ^ve up my home 
farm Of 280 acres to my daughtor, 
Mrs. Worthington; fiad increaaod my 
son's, W. E. Cllft. ihrm to rOO acres 
and my son, Johnpj , to 200 acres. 
Neither of my children paying any- 
thing for the use of said land except 
the taxes. In 1905 my last wife died 
leaving a will with a codical In which 
she devised all of her property to me 
so long as I lived. The day she died 
she requested me - under promise to 
give up some of h^ beneficiaries be- 
come very hard dp for the needed 
help. Her father's, estate had left her 
$8,000. In 1907 I gtve heirs under her 
direction 89,000. Hence I ha^e never 
been the beneficiary from any source 
In my life ot gifts except about $2000 
received from my father's estate ten 
years after his death. In 1912 when 
my son, Johny, died I felt rompplleil 
'o come back to my old home where 
1 lia,l moved to w ith my parents 1836 
and left my daughter 1885, she hav- 
ing died 1907, to spend my remaining 
days ot old age with furrowed oheeka 
and whitoned loelBi, but thank the 
Utrd tor good eye sight and dear 
•nlnd. To my old home where I spent 
>ny youthful diqra under the watobcare 
ot as good a ftotUar 1 am persuaded 
as ever tell to lot ot any child. In 
1860 I became a member of the Mays- 
liok Baptist Church, hence I am now 
the oldest living member, the only one 
that was old enough to take a very 
active part in the reconstruction of 
he old house txk. present bulMlng-'Ot' 
Ahich I was chairmaa of the building 
ommtttte.

With food the United States made 
tt powlble for the forces of democ- 
racy to hold out to victory.

American food must complete the work 
of making the world safe for democ- 
racy. 

Last ^ear we sent 11,820,000 tons of 

food to Europe. For the present year, 
with only the European Allies to feed, 
we had originally pledjted onrselyes to 
a pr();;rHm that winild have increased 
our e.xports to lT,."i()0,000 tons. Now, 
to feed the liberated nations, we will 
have to export a total of not less than 
20,000.000 toaa— practically the limit 
of loading capacity at our ports.

In iiiiniliers 
of localities they luive hid mass meet- 
ings to Inform the colored people on 
war-labor needs Soine Siale-wldo 
campaigns are now being undertaken 
along these lines. Large numbers of 
letters of approval of this work have 
been received from negroea and from 
employers."

The chief adAmt of the evening 
wai made by Hon. Oeoffrer Morgan, 
chief of the Connty Agents ot the 
State of Kentucky and repreeentativo 
of the Federal government In agricul- 
tural extension work In thli itate. Mt. 
Morrnn spoke on Uie co-operatioil of 
the farmer and the biiptness man 
■whhh is aliHolulcly m-ceKHnry to tlie 
■welfare of both and greatly praised 
organisation and eapeeially sniii an 
orgenlsiatlon as the MaysvlUe Cham- 
ber iif Commerce which brings togeth- 
.er t^ e men of the shop and store and 
Itait' ry and the men of the farm on 
ft wmmon plane to etudy and solve 
the vexing problems that face them all 
and In which all are vitally Interested. 
Mr. Morgan's address will remain 
fresh with those who attended for 
time to come. All are anxious to hear 
him again on a similar toiiic. 

Several of the members made five 
minute talks. Mr. J. B. Wood in his 
talk launched a movement that may 
mean the establishment in Maysville 
of a County Club room for the benefit 
of the young men of the county and as 
\a living memorial to the brave Mason 
county men who have had a part In 
the late world war.

Washington, December 8— Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Garfield has resigned and 
President Wilson has accepted his re- 
signation. This was announced to- 
night at the White House. 

"It was announced at the executive 
olllces today that." said the statement, 
"I'nited States Fuel .\<lministrator 
Garfield had tendered his rosignalion 
to take effect al the pleasure of the 
President and that the President had 
accepted the resignation, although it 
was made clear that the need of do- 
mestic consumers will continue to re- 
ceive the attention of the Fuel Admin- 
istration until the winter Is passed." 

The correspondence between the 
I 'resident and Dr. Oarfleld was not 
made public, nor was there any in- 
irrinaiion as to when the resignation 
nines efl'ective or whelhei' a suc- 
cessor to Dr. fiarlield will be named. 

It is umlerslood that fir. Garfield 
plans to remain at his post the re- 
mainer of this month, but that after 
the holidays he will resume his duties 
as president of Williams College. It 
is assumed that he resigned at this 
time so that the President could act in 
the matter before hia departure for 
I On rope.

liropeiler lumber and gunsstock 
blanks. BSective Immediately, there- 
fore, the sale and purchase of stump- 
age or logs Is viewed by them as pure- 
ly a commercial transaction and the 
conversion of thIa wood Into veneers 
and lumber for commercial purposes 
is, in their opinion, entirely proper. 

"In giving this notice, these Depart- 
ments desire to convey to the owners 
j of walnut stnmpage and the lumber 
I fraternity, their appreciation of the 
hearty co-operation which they have 
i evidenced in tliis walnut war cam- 
paign and by which co-operation suc- 
cess in supplying the need during the 
^fatlonal emergency was attained."
